CONTEST CLUB 


Secretary's Report, Octo- 
ber, 1993 


President Rich, K2WR, called the meet- 
ing to order with introductions of the 62 
members and guests in attendance and a 
description of the afternoon's agenda. 
The minutes of the July ARRL Conven- 
tion meeting and the August picnic were 
accepted as published in the Scuttlebutt. 
The treasurer's report showed a balance 
of $2287.44. Club callsign badges al- 
ready ordered were available for pickup, 
and Charlie, WZ1R, had a sign-up sheet 
for neworders. Rich, K2WR, recognized 
Paul, KLXM, for the good job and hard 
work he does as Scuttlebutt editor. The 
Contest Cookbooks will be mailed this 
year. Rich also reported club competi- 
tion results for last year. In the CQWW, 
FRC came in at 389M, YCCC at 302M, 
SCCC at 145M, PVRC at 91M, NCCC 
at 67M, and North Coast Contesters at 
57M. In the ARRL DX contests, FRC 
had 174M, YCCC 151M, and PVRC 
52M. He noted that FRC submitted 163 
entries while YCCC submitted only 121, 
meaning that our contribution per en- 
trant is much higher, and another 35 
submitted entries would have won us the 
gavel. YCCC had anumber of individual 
winners. In ARRL SSB, Doug, KIDG, 
was the single-op winner, Jeff, KIZM, 
took second place, and Dean, N6BV/1, 
third place. In CW, Jeff, KIZM won 
single op. Several members announced 
CQ WW DxXpedition plans: Mark, 
K1RX, will operate as KIRX/BV on SSB 
and as VPSRX on CW, KAICI hopes to 
operate from the Channel Islands on 
SSB, K2WR hopes to be in GJ again on 
CW, and several others had tentative 
plans. Len, KB2R, was collecting more 


orders for the new club jackets, in both 
quilted and unlined versions, costing 
around $60 including the embroidery. 
Several members were modeling the new 
jackets. Rich introduced JP, AA2DU, as 
the new ARRL Hudson Division CAC 
Representative. Dave, KY1H, announced 
that he needs operators for CQWW both 
modes, and that he put up several new 
antennas over the summer. John, KIAR, 
was about to put in an order for clubQSL 
cards and urged members to sign up now. 
Rich also announced a Contest Univer- 
sity to be held at the QTH of Dean, 
N6BV/1, in New Hampshire on Octo- 
ber 14th. He also announced that the 
club currently sponsors wo CQ WW 
plaques: the CQ WW CW World 
DXpedition single-op plaque which we 
have sponsored for many years, and the 
new CQ WW SSB single-op all-band 
South America plaque. Some discussion 
ensured about possible sponsorship of an 
ARRL plaque as well. Charlie, K1XX, 
announced that he is looking for 3/4” 
CATY hardline for packet cluster nodes, 
preferably jacketed. He also announced 
that the KB1H-W1RM connection is 
finally back in operation after repairs 
from the lightning strike at W1RM this 
summer, and improved backbone links 
to the Tri-State area are in the works. 
Curt, W1PH, had back issues of the NCJ 
(from Bill, KM1C) available for those 
wanting to complete their collections. 


The club welcomed three new members: 


James L. Brown, KAIZFK, Jeffrey C. 

Robbins, N3MLV, and David C. 

Hoaglin, K8JLF. 

Following this business, Curt, W1PH, 

led a discussion of operating hints for 

“little pistols” and low power stations.

The next meeting of the Yankee Clipper 
Contest Club will be on Sunday, Decem- 
ber 5, at the Sturbridge Host Hotel, 
beginning at 1 pm.

The August meeting is the club picnic. 
The October meeting is at the ARRL 
division convention in Boxboro, MA. 
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Curt runs a TS930 and TS530 and has a 
100” tower on top of a hill with a clear 
shot from 270 degrees around to 150 
degrees. He sets his Xmas tree of anten- 
nas to favor Europe, and has a fixed 15 
meter antenna at 60’ on Europe. He 
recommended that members get ready 
for contest season first by making sure 
that all the outdoor “stuff” is working. 
Fall brings cooler temperatures and fewer 
insects and is a good time for antenna 
projects. Also, make sure your computer 
is operating properly. Make sure your 
logging program works and thatyouknow 
how to use it. Curt, who seldom has time 
to operate outside of contests, like to 
practice with his Dr. DX on his old 
Commodore computer to get his code 
speed up. Clean up your computer RFI 
before contest season. Work on creature 
comforts: your operating chair, a key- 
board wrist support, placement of your 
monitor just below eye level, and the 
height of your operating table. Make a 
tune-up chart for your antenna tuner 
and/or amplifier and post iton the tuner. 
There was a detailed discussion of where 
to put the second radio in relation to your 
primary radio and your computer key- 
board (next to, above?) and how best to 
make use of the second radio for listening 
on other bands when your run rate is 
slow. Wherever you put it, make sure 
there is enough air circulation around the 
rig to prevent overheating. Curt recom- 
mends ICE filters or K2T R quarter wave 
stubs to keep the radios from interfering 
with each other. Set goals before the 
contest. Pretend you’re abig gun, but call 
CQup 35-50 kHz to avoid QRM. Ifyou 
are weak there, don’t spend much time 
on 160m. 


After Curt’s presentation, several mem- 
bers had more announcements. Curt 
offered to send photocopies of any NCJ 
articles to anyone needing them, as he 
now has a complete collection of NCJs. 
Sasha, WK10, had NEDXCC dinner 
ticketorder forms. Ed, NT2X, announced 
that he hoped to activate XF4 for the CQ 
‘WW SSB contest. Jim, ADIC, expected 
to make new CT country files available 
on the internet during the next week, and 
offered to send the latest files to anyone 
supplying a diskette. The files will also be 
available on both the CT and the W6GO 
BBSes. 


After ashortbreak, Jim, KRIS, presented 
the N6BV propagation analysis and el- 
evation angle charts for the CQ WW 
contests, since Dean himself was unable 
to attend the meeting. As usual, condi- 
tions will be better for the CW than for 
the SSB contest. If the sunspot number 
remains around 60, we can still expect a 
weak 10m opening to Europe around 
1400 UTC. If the sunspot number dips 
to 40, however, 10m will not open to 
Europe from the Northeast. 80m peaks 
to Europe around 0400 UTC. The low 
bands peak to JA around 0900-1000 
UTC. The peak elevation angle on 20 
meters is around 12 degrees, which trans- 
lates to a Yagi antenna at 90’ over flat 
ground. Better conditions can be ex- 
pected for the CW contest, with a better 
10m opening to Europe at 1400-1500 
UTC and a weak 10m opening to JA 
around 200 UTC, if the sunspots cooper- 
ate. 


Curt, W1PH, with some help from JP, 
AA2DU, then talked about CAC doings. 
Under consideration by the CAC: geo- 
graphical winners, inclusion of the num- 
ber of hours operated, a possible 24-hour 
category for the ARRL DX contests, a 
possible low power category for the ARRL 
DXcontests, and various ideas to increase 
DX participation. Curt would like to see 
a change in the club eligibility rules to 
encourage new operators to try contest- 
ing. The current 2/3 rule discourages 
club multi-op stations from inviting po- 
tential members to try contesting for an 
hour or two to see how they like it, since 
doing so can jeopardize the eligibility of 
the station scores, Curt is also the club 
scorekeeper for CQ WW and the ARRL 
DX Contests, and urged members to 
send their total score, QSOs, zones, mults, 
a breakdown, and their operating cat- 
egory, preferably over packet soon after 
each contest. Charlie, WZI1R, is the 
scorekeeper for all other contests, includ- 
ing Sweepstakes, 10m, 160m, Sprints, 
etc. 


The meeting adjourned to Rom’s and 
other eateries.

‘The meeting consisted of a brief overview 
of all facets of contesting, rather than a 
more in-depth treatment of a few sub- 
jects, as we have done in the past. Topics 
covered included operating techniques, 
station layout, before-contest prepara- 
tions, how to plan operating times for the 
operator with a limited amount of time 


available, and so on. 


K1GW had mailed roughly 75 letters of 
invitation to NH and VT contesters who 
have submitted scores recently, which 
resulted in several people coming who 


otherwise probably would not have.

YCCC: Its Birth and the 
Early Years - Part VI 
Jeff Briggs, KIZM 


[In the last ‘Butt, the events of the April 
1977 reunification meeting were described 
which launched our club and gave it its 
name YCCC. Highlights from the club's 
first year were also reviewed including sum- 
‘mer gatherings, the October!NE Conven- 
tion mecting in Harsford and the club's first 
DX-pedition to KP4EAJ. The story contin- 
tues this month with other highlights from 
the club’s first two years.] 


YCCC Makes a Big Splash at Dayton... 


One of the first orders of business follow- 
ing the reunification meeting was to get 
‘out the word that a major new contest 
club had been born in New England. We 
wanted to establish ourselves in some way 
and Dayton, which was coming up in 
three week's time, seemed a great way to 
get started. 


In those early years, Jeff, KITU, ran a 
part-time travel agent business and ifyou 
wanted to get a room at the “Biltmore” 
(which was THE place that contesters 
stayed at) plus a plane ticket to Dayton, 
you definitely needed to work through 
“Itchy”. Somehow Jeff had struck up a 
relationship with BOTH the manager of 
the Biltmore and the social director of the 
hotel and YCCC was really connected on 
this one! (JefFcontinued to run his “shuttle 
service” to Dayton for several years after 
the club was formed and I always looked 
forward to it.) 


We decided to host a hospitality suite all 
three nights at Dayton and passed the hat 
among YCCC Dayton attendees to cover 
beer and pretzels which were provided 
compliments of YCCC to those attend- 
ing. Word was passed all day long at the 
Flea Market and by sundown each night 
the YCCC Suite was the number 1 game 
in town - we had at least 300 guys in our 
suite, down the halls, in the bathroom, on 
the terrace - it was great and excellent 
publicity for the club. You could look 
around the room and you could not help 
but notice some of the biggest and best in 
contesting in those early years - guys like 
W7RM, W4BVV, W2PV, N6DX, 
W6HX, KORF, K4VX and on and on. 
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There are two vignettes from that first 
year that need tobe revisited because they 
were dassics. On Friday night, around 
10PM weasked for quietand Jim, W2PV, 
began conducting a slide show review of 
his station fro the crowd. One guy, who 
I shall not name, was pretty blitzed and 
started interrupting Jim to ask questions. 
At first, although it was an annoyance, 
the questions seemed rational. But, he 
kept it up and would even interrupt Jim 
while he was trying to answer. It became 
a bad scene very quickly and you could 
tell chat Jim was getting very frustrated by 
this guy. 

It was then that Ted, K1OX, who was 
standing next to this guy took action. I 
was pretty close to Ted and, if you know 
orhaveever met Ted, you know he is abig 
guy - he used to lift a lot of weights and 
you didn’t want to mess with him, He 
reaches over and grabs this guy by the 
scruff of the neck and whispers just loud 
enough for those in the immediate area to 
hear “Look buddy - I am going to give 
you two choices. You cither shut the Hell 
up or I am going to park you outside on 
the terrace, And, ifyou still don’tshut up, 
I am going to see how well you fly from 
the 10th floor!” And that was the last that 
was heard from the drunk kibbutzer. 
Later on, when he was sober, he apolo- 
gized to W2PV. 


The second story happened later that 
same night. We were getting pretty low 
on beer and we still had Saturday night to 
go through, so we needed to collect more 
funds. We had put a coffee can out for 
donations but, as usually happens, most 
guys pretended not to noticeit (you know 
the story right?). We were discussing the 
problem when Fred, KIVR, joined the 
conversation. Fred said, “If we need more 
beer money, there’s a real easy way to get 
it. Let me handle this one!” So, Fred picks 
up the coffee can and for about the next 
two hours busts into each and every con- 
versation on the floor and dangles the 
coffee can in front of everyone’s nose 
until they cough up some bucks. As he 
proceeded to seek out his next “victims” 
agroup ofus could only laugh and marvel 
at the audacity of it all. (I guess it takes a 
big pair of stones to be a successful Mas- 
sachusetts lawyer! But it worked, and 
Fred collected more than enough to cover

Saturday night’s beer by being aggres- 
sive!) Yea, Fred! 

That first year YCCC also hosted a small 
contest dinner at the Tall Timbers Inn. 
Rush Drake, W7RM, and Ted Gillette, 
W6HX, sort of made the thing click and 
it became an annual event after that. In 
1978, with a little more organization, we 
had over 100 attend the YCCC contest 
dinner. Word traveled very fast around 
the Flea Marker!

YCCC did very well in the aggregate 
competition that first year, but we didn’t 
win. I think FRC did and we placed a 
strong second if my memory serves my 
well. We got a great write-up in CQ 
Magazine from Frank Anzalone, W1 WY, 
who wrote something like “Newcomer 
YCCC came out of nowhere to finish #2! 
Tt looks like this dub is going to be 
breathing down everyone's necks from 
now on!” I guess you could say that 
YCCC “had arrived”! The nextyear, Frank 
Anzalone even came to a YCCC meeting 
to give out plaques won by the dub which 
was a very nice gesture. Frank was always 
that kind of guy. He was a good friend to 
all and very gracious to YCCCin that first 
year. 

Elections 1978... 


After a really exciting first year, it was 
time to elect a slate of officers to carry us 
into our second year. Sadly for us, Roger 
Burt, N4ZC, had finished his 20 years in 
the Coast Guard, and had decided to 
retire to his farm and a new home in 
North Carolina. We had held a going 
away part for him at Mort, W1UQ's, 
place that summer and I was sorry to see 
the Rajah move on. He had been a major 
force in shaping YCCC and his contribu- 
tion was definitely missed. (We would 
continue making great scores from North 
Carolina however, some of the biggest 
that have ever come out of that state!) 


I was asked to stay on and agreed to do it 
for one more year. The complete staff of 
club officers in 1978 was as follows:

(It should be noted that Bob, N1ITZ, 
continued to serve for many years as the 
club’s “financial whiz” and did asuperla- 
tive job at it. He probably deserves and 
award as treasurer Emeritus of YCCC!) 


1978 - Another Successful Year for 
YCCC... 


In 1978 we re-did Dayton with another 
suite that was a huge success. As already 
noted, the YCCC dinner at the Tall Tim- 
bers Inn was the premier event at Dayton 
and attended by over 100 of the best 
known contesters. 


Dayton that year also brought with it 
another “classic” happening on Saturday 
night. The YCCC suite basically never 
quit, lasting until breakfast on Sunday 
morning. When you walked down the 
halls toward our suite, there were beer 
cans all over the hall about six inches 
deep. You almost had to have a navigator 
just to get there. I was standing in the hall 
with Gary Firtick, K1EB, when the guy 
across the hall came outside of his room. 
(To begin with, this was a major “faux 
pas” because K1TU was thought to have 
had a deal with the Biltmore’s Manager - 
there were not supposed to be any “civil- 
ians” staying anywhere on our floor in 
close proximity to the YCCC “warzone”. 
But somehow, this guy had come in late, 
needed a room, and was put directly 
across the hall from our suite.) 


Well, he comes out of his room, sees all 
the hundreds of beer cans in the hall and 
goes into a rage! He began cursing all the 
noise from our suite and wenton bitching 
about the fact that he couldn’t sleep at all 
that night. So Gary, in perfect deadpan, 
says to the guy “So, what's your problem 
buddy?” This enraged the guy even more 
and the last we saw of him was this guy 
yelling that he was going off to find the 
Manager and kicking his way through 
beer cans all the way along his path to the 
elevator bank!

DUES are due at the April election meeting, which begins our club “contest year”, with a grace period until the end of June. Membership in 
the club will lapse at the end of the grace period if dues are not paid up. In order to re-join the club, a lapsed member must attend a meeting, 
like any new member, and be welcomed back into membership, or may become a subscriber to the Scuttlebutt by paying up (see below). Club 
members who move out of club territory and so are not eligible to contribute to club aggregate scores automatically become subscribers, New 
members who join at the last meeting of the club’s contest year (February) are credited with dues for the following year (that is, the contest year 
beginning that April). You can tell if you owe dues by checking your "Butt mailing label. Only paid-up members are eligible to contribute to 
the club score in contests. 

FAMILY MEMBER Members of the same family living at the same address may elect to receive only one copy of the Scuttlebutt. One member 
of the family must pay full dues, enabling the rest of the family to join as family members. Being a family member is currently free. 


STUDENT MEMBERS Full-time students are eligible for dues at half the regular rate. 


SCUTTLEBUTT SUBSCRIBERS Anyone may subscribe to the club newsletter, the Scuttlebutt. A subscription currently costs $10 per year. 
At the present time, overseas subscriptions cost the same as domestic (we have very few overseas subscribers). The subscription period begins 
at the beginning of the dub year, in April. New subscribers who begin their subscriptions after the December issue are considered to have paid 
for the following year (that is, they receive as many issues as new members joining at that time do). You can tell if your subscription is current 
by checking your "Butt mailing label. The grace period for late subscriptions is the same as for late memberships
